1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

3. The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 1 has been replaced as follows: 

1 . An impressor assembly disposed in and as a part of a labeling device used for 
processing a multiplicity of food and beverage cans for impressing at high speed 
protective members disposed on rims of can lids comprising an impressor head having a 
base, a tooth descending from the base so that when the impressor head is moved by the 
labeling device towards each of the can lids, the tooth engages each of the protective 
members and impresses each of the protective members against each of the can lids in a 
skin tight and wrinkle free manner, and then is withdrawn by the labeling device from 
each of the protective members and can lids, and wherein each of the rims has a first 
diameter and the tooth of the impressor assembly has a second diameter, the second 
diameter being slightly less than the first diameter so as to press each of the protective 
members between a rim wall of each of the cans and the tooth of the impressor assembly. 
Claim 2 has been cancelled. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose and/or teach an impressor assembly 
disposed in and as a part of a labeling device that comprises an impressor head which 
includes a base and a tooth descending from the base for impressing protective members 
disposed on rims of can lids, wherein the rims has a first diameter and the tooth of the 
impressor assembly has a second diameter which is slightly smaller than the first 
diameter so as to press each of the protective members between a rim wall of each of the 
cans and the tooth of the impressor assembly, and wherein the impressor assembly is 
withdrawn from the protective member by the labeling device after the impressor 
assembly is moved by the labeling device to impress the protective member against the 
can lid.
